While early treat¬ 
ment is preferred for annuals, 
most perennials are best treated 
after having passed the rosette 
stage and before teaching the pre¬ 
bud stag?, otherwise, although 
killed back to the w ground, new 
growth quickly re appears. Time 
of treatment, however, will de¬ 
pend to some extent upon the 
stage of crop growth, as most 
crops are setter to have perennial 
weeds set back before reaching 
the boot stage, rather than after 
Heading. Weeds mat respond part¬ 
icularly well to this treatment in¬ 
clude—Canadian and Sow Thistle, 
Bindweeds and leafy spurge. 
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PLANT GRAIN NOT WEEDS 

Engineers and chemists have 
done wonders during the last half 
century on behalf of the farmers' 
age old struggle against weeds. 

The engineers have designed and 
made available superior types of 
seed cleaning equipment and cult¬ 
ural implements for weed control. 

The chemist has perfected a var¬ 
iety of chemical compounds for 
fighting weeds. 

Most farmers have made reas¬ 
onably good use of these tools for 
weed control and eradication, but 
still insist on planting weed seeds 
along with their crops each spring. 

That this is a fact, and not just an 
idle accusation, is proven by the 
results of a seed drill survey con¬ 
ducted by the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture in the spring of 
1949. Out of a total of 1,0884 sam¬ 
ples collected md graded. 567 
samples or 52 per cent graded re¬ 
ject or unfit for sale as seed. 

Lest it be thought that some ad¬ 
vance has been made in the qual¬ 
ity of seed being used, let us re¬ 
fer to figures published in 1935. in 
the Dominion publication "Weeds 
and weed seeds” This data is 
from 1.225 samples and shows 49 
per cent reject This would in - 
indicate a possible decline in the 
quality of grain I eing seeded 
which would follow the trend pre¬ 
vailing elsewhere in which the 
quality of seed planted decreases 
with an advnncr in the agricultur¬ 
al age of an area 

It would seem rather foolish to 
plant top quality seed into land 
that is already fatrlj well supplied 
with weed seeds But. it is just 
as foolish to spend time, effort.

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Canada's sewn hundred weekly newspapers rep¬ 
resent all shades of political ^thI editorial opinion. 

They are an example of the working of free 
speech and of free, competitive enterprose. Unlike 
their daily sisters, they boast no “chains," no would- 
be barons yf the press. 

It is, therefore, on only very rare occasions that 
they agree on a particular policy or procedure. And 
when.such agreement is reached Canada’s govern¬ 
mental authorities have always given them a con¬ 
siderate hearing < 

That is the case now, as the 564 member papers 
of the Canadian Weekly Newspapers Association 
ask the federal government to revise its sales tax 
policy. 

The weekly newspapers of Canada, collectively, 
are big business, the biggest single influence on op¬ 
inion in the Dominion. Individually, however, they 
are small businesses, owned and operated, in the 
main, by small businessmen. 

They live by advertising and consider publicat¬ 
ions financed by private advertising the surest safe¬ 
guards of the freedom of the pres 3 . 

Yet, with their relatively small circulations, they 
are faced with very strong competition for the ad¬ 
vertising dollar. 

The government's own child, the C.B.C., now 
shares a portion of the weeklies' former revenue and 
is expanding on funds derived from tax receipts. 

Magazines, of general or farm content, regularly 
undercut town and village newspaper subscription 
prices, in the hope of building giant circulations and 
this attracting advertising dollars which might find 
their way to the rural press. 

Weekend newspapers, not a few of whom feed 
on sensation in their drive for wiass circulations, 
also boast to advertisers that they cover rural Can¬ 
ada and that there is no need "to U6e the weeklies.” 

The weekly press is not afraid of this type of 
competition. Weekly newspapers play a vital role 
in the life of the smaller communities. They are 
better read than their big city competitors and the 
advertisements which they carry are also better 
read and this bring better results. 

But weekly newspapers publishers do object to 
taxes which neither the C.B.C., nor the magazines, 
nor the week-end newspapers have to pay. 

On every ton of paper used by the weekly papers 
of Canada there is an 8 % sales lax payable to the 
federal government.

Abojt ten years ago there were many advocates 
of "fewer and better hospitals " The argument was 
that problems of distance had been greatly improved 
since the institution of municipal hospitals, owing 
to great advances in road building. Existing hospit¬ 
als, it was argued, could serve a Very much larger 
area, and in so doing could afford better equipment 
ftnd service. InstvacUof numerous small hospitals the 
move should be toward fewer hospitals and improv¬ 
ing standards. 

In the tace of present day shortage of nurses and 
other allied hospital difficulties th* whole field of 
hospitalization is being surveyed critically, and the 
thought is revived that fewer and better hospitals 
might ease the situation. 

Those who suggest this as one solution point to 
ihe great duplication of services and costs through 
operation of numerous smalt hospitals. They contend 
that distance in the present day is a minor consid¬ 
eration in comparison with the early twenties when 
most of the Alberta municipal hospitals were est¬ 
ablished. Fach little hospital must be staffed, equip¬ 
ped and maintained. Many of them cannot get 
enough nurses to operate up to capacity. Some are 
full to overflowing, possibly w'ith patients who are 
in no great need of hospitalization. 

It would take a lot of convincing to persuade most 
people in any given municipal hospital area, that 
they should sacrifice their convenient service, and 
throw in with another adjacent area. They may be 
told that one f;uily.staffed hospital a longer distance 
away woi id meet their needs more efficiently that 
two half-statfed hospitals, but will they be convin¬ 
ced. No one of course, would dare throw out the 
sop that costs would be lowered. Costs are never 
lowered nowadays and certainly this dream has not 
been realized in large units of operation. But there 
might be belter service. 

No doubt full use could be made of any disused 
hospital l> diverting it to the service of a Home 
for the aged It cannot bo disputed that inactive 
cases constitute a great source of overcrowding. 
There ere elderly people who must be cared for, 
though with little hope that they can be made well, 
and with their hospitalization period indeterminate. 
Such pet pie must be cared for, if not in the regular 
hospitals, the in some adjunct operating for that 
purpose There are very distinctly the two types 
of patients complicating service in most hospitals. 
Both are part of the sick problem, but in one class 
there is a calculable period of stay; in the other 
class there is no predictable time limit unless the 
hospital imposes it. And after that where are such 
people to be cared for? 

Since there seems to have been no adequate move 
towards relieving nursing shortage, the problem 
may haw to be approached from the other angie 
of closing some hospitals and bringing several areas 
under one service. —High River Times.

Boxing Day 

Unless we are greatly mistaken, 
the custom of celebrating Boxing 
Day and calling it by its ancient 
name, is of fairly recent accept¬ 
ance in Canada. There Is common 
sense as well as tradition in the 
custom of taking an extra day’s 
holiday after Christmas. There is 
very little buying or selling and 
most people are happy to have ex¬ 
tra time In which to continue the 
previous day’s festivities. 

Boxing Day is also the Feast of 
St. Stephen, in the calendar of the 
, Christian church. "-Everybody re¬ 
calls that it was on the Feast of 
Stephen that King Wencesles per- 
1 formed the act of charity which is 
1 celebrated in a familiar carol. St. 
I Stephen, according to the lore of 
the Middle Ages, was the patron 
i of horses and horse-dealers 
and it was usual for veterinarians 
- who use! to be called horse-le¬ 
eches—to bleed all the horses un¬ 
der their care on this day, and givp 
them a drench. In Finland it was 
the custom until recently to throw 
a piece of silver .into a horse’s 
: manger on this day to bring good 
> luck. 

[ As for Ihe custom which gives 
, the 26th of December the name 
of Boxing Day, we find it describ¬ 
ed in The Gentleman’s Magazine 
1 of 1811, thus: “On the day after 
Christmas, tradespeople are visited 
‘ b)' persons in the employment of 

• their customers for a Chrlstmas- 
: box, and every man and boy who 
, thinks he is qualified to ask sol¬ 
icits from this on whorr; he cal¬ 
culates as likely to bestow. A writ- 

* er, in 1731, describes Boxing Day 
■ at that time from his own experi- 
i ence. By that time I was up, my 
. servants could do nothing but run 

to the door. Inquiring the meaning, 
I was anssypTed the people were 
come for their Christmgs box; this 
' was logic to me; but I found at 
last that, because I had laid out a 
great deal of ready-money with my 
; brewer, baker and other trades- 
duty to present their servants with 
some money for the favor of hav¬ 
ing their goods. This provoked me 
a little, but being told it was the 
custom. I complied. These were 
followed by the watch, the beadle, 
dustmen, and an inumerable tribe: 
but what vexed me most was the 
clerk, who has an extra ordinary 
place, and makes as good appear¬ 
ance as most tradesmen in the 
parish; to see him com? a-boxing, 
alias begging, I thought was Intol¬ 
erable: however I found it was 
the custom, top, so I gave him a 
half-a crojvh, aSfr was .likewise 
obliged *to do the bellman, for 
many nights together. 

It will be sebn from this irritable 
account of an eighteenth centucj^ 
Boxing Day that although taxgs 
were slight in those days, in com¬ 
parison with the imposts which 
are laid upon us now, there were 
demands upon the private purse 
which could soon run away with 
a considerable sum of money in 
the eoi^^of a single day. We still 
give Christmas boxes, but not to 
every comer—From the Peterbor¬ 
ough Examiner.
